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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


Untouchability has been abolished by article 17 of the Constitution , 
and in pursuance of the provision of article 35 of the Constitution , the 
Untouchability (Offences) Act, 1955 was passed by Parliament to make 
the practice of untouchability a cognizable offence . During the working 
of this Act, it was noticed that there were some lacunae in the provi 
sions and that these loopholes needed to be plugged . In April 1965 , the 
Government of India appointed the Committee on Untouchability , 
Educational and Economic Development of the Scheduled Castes under the 
chairmanship of Shri L . Elayaperumal to examine, inter alia , the prob 
lem of untouchability vis -a - vis the working of the Untouchability 
(Offences ) Act, 1955 , and to make recommendations to the Government 
for amendments to the Act. The Committee submitted its report in 
January 1969 in which it made certain recommendations with a view to 
plugging the loopholes and making the penal provisions more stringent, 
The present Bill seeks to give effect to some of the recommendations 
made by the said Committee.
